25X1 i. The calcium carbide works at Hirschberg, Saxony, belong to VVB 
Ozyka, Calcium and carbide are produced here from coal and Lime= 
stone. The limestone comes from the Katzbachtal in Poland, from the 
Harz region, and from Ridersdorf, The coal is anthracite from the 
Polish mines, This works has never used lignite, The plant has 
three furnaces in operation; a fourth is to be built. About 350 men 
are employed in three shifts. The employees are regarded as political 
unre liables. 


a, The furnaces are charged from above, Coal and limestone are fed in 
together to make CaCo, which is recovered in blocks, This is reduced 
to .a powder with which paraffin is mixed for further handling. 
Acetylene is produced from the calcium carbide, whic is compressed 
as far as possible in the further process until it has yielded acetone. 
Acetone is a scarce article in the Bast Zone, and with it a new 
technical method has been developed, The waste water from a neighboring 
distillery is used, and by fractional distillationa nixture of different 
ketones is obtained which is called "Keaton".. It resembles the fraction 
between 51 and about 90 grade.
